The Magical Waters show 
will illuminate Walsall canal 
basin and will be the focal 
point of this year’s festivities 
in the town centre. 

The water show spectacu¬ 
lar will be staged dozens of 
times over two days in 
December and it will also 
feature an ice rink, Santa’s 
grotto and reindeer. The fun 
festive event is being spon¬ 
sored and organised by 
Cannock-based developer 
Jessup, with support coming 
from Walsall Council. 

Jessup was behind the 
multi-million pound Water¬ 
front South regeneration 
project, which included 322 
homes and business space in 
the heart of Walsall town 
centre, next to the canal. 

The festive water feature 
will be switched on by the 
winner of a competition 
which is being run jointly 
with the New Art Gallery 
this week. 

Half-term youngsters, 
aged 16 and under, are being 
challenged to make and dec¬ 
orate an origami paper boat 
and can call into the New Art 
Gallery between 1pm and 
3pm until Friday. 

The water shows will run 
every 10 minutes on Decem¬ 
ber 14 and 15 between 4pm 
and 7pm, with the switch-on 
taking place at 4pm on the 
Saturday. 

Allotments' 
£l 50 k boost 

UP TO £150,000 is to be 
invested in improving allot¬ 
ments over the next three 
years, in latest plans from 
Walsall Council. 

The authority hopes to 
invest cash in facilities after 
finding 14 sites across the 
borough were lacking ‘key 
infrastructure’. 

The money would come 
jointly from the council and 
external sources and is ear¬ 
marked as part of the capital 
programme and comes 
despite the cash-strapped 
authority looking to reduce 
grants to allotment associa¬ 
tions by half. 


£15m HOMES BID TO

Proposals to build 402 homes on three sites in the Goscote area, in 
Blakenall, have been lodged with Walsall Council and the scheme is now 
due to be discussed by planning chiefs in January. If the bid for Govern¬ 
ment backing is then approved, work could start in 2016. 


Police hurt 
as car veers 
off the road 

TWO police officers were badly hurt 
and an eight-year-old boy seriously 
injured in a day of chaos on the roads. 

The officers were rushed to hospital after 
their patrol car veered off the road and 
plunged down a nine-foot verge in Brown- 
hills while they answered a 999 call on Sat¬ 
urday morning. 

A male officer who was driving the car, 
thought to be in his late 20s, suffered neck 
and back injuries and had to be cut from the 
vehicle before being taken to Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital Birmingham for further 
emergency treatment. A woman officer, also 
believed to be in her 20s, was out of the 
vehicle when paramedics arrived at 4am 
and was treated at the scene for neck, back, 
wrist and suspected pelvic injuries. 

She was taken to the University Hospital 
North Staffordshire for further treatment. 
Neither is thought to have suffered life- 
changing or life-threatening injuries. . 

Later Chuckery Primary School pupil 
Kaden Wallace, aged eight, suffered serious 
leg injuries when he was hit by a car along 
Broadway in Walsall. 

He was taken to Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital for surgery at around 11.25am. 

Kaden’s mother Karen Smith, of the 
Broadway, said her son suffered a broken 
fibia and tibia, and needed a skin graft oper¬ 
ation at 11pm on Saturday. He had been 
taken to Birmingham Children’s Hospital 
by ambulance straight after the crash. 


Bosses at Walsall Housing Group 
said the scheme formed a significant 
part of its long-term plans to build 
1,200 homes within the next four 
years, but funding still needed to be 
secured. 

Carole Wildman, the housing group’s 
director of regeneration and development, 
said a £15m funding bid would be submit¬ 
ted to the Homes and Communities Agency, 
with the intention that the Goscote scheme 
would be earmarked a slice of the cash if 
successful. 

The housing group had to revise its orig¬ 
inal plans for around 700 homes following 
more than 800 objections to building on 
green belt land, known as The Lea, where 
around 240 properties had been lined up. 

Amended plans have been submitted 
which avoid building on the green belt. 

There would be a mixture of two, three 
and four-bedroom houses and apartments, 
with half of them being affordable homes. 

Application 

The sites earmarked for redevelopment 
are around Shakespeare Crescent, Keats 
Road and Well Lane. 

But Ms Wildman said another planning 
application is being drawn up to regenerate 
the former Goscote estate site and is 
expected to be submitted within the next 18 
months. 

She said: “We’ve now resubmitted our 
amended planning application. It’s going to 
committee in January with a recommenda¬ 
tion for approval. 

“We are in the process of getting a devel¬ 
oper. We should be in a position to 
announce a developer in early 2014. 

“It will also be dependent on securing 
Homes and Communities Agency funding. 
They have told us there will be a pot of 
funding for 2015 to 2018. 

“Our aim is to bring this area up. It will 
see high quality development.”

Life term 
begins for 
terrorist 
Lapshyn 

SELF-STYLED white- 
supremacist terrorist Pavlo 
Lapshyn has begun his life 
sentence for murder and tar¬ 
geting mosques in the Black 
Country with explosives - 
including one in Walsall. 

Following his sentence at 
the Old Bailey on Friday, 
during which Judge Nigel 
Sweeney ordered him to 
serve a maximum of 40 years, 
shocking video cam-era 
footage was released showing 
how the 25-year-old Ukrain¬ 
ian taught himself to make 
and detonate explosives. 

The film shows him train¬ 
ing in a forest, believed to be 
in Ukraine. He blows up a 
tree before proudly turning 
the camera on himself as he 
goes to examine the damage. 

He would go on to use a 
similar device at Walsall’s 
Aisha Mosque in Rutter 
Street, Caldmore on June 21 
when he planted explosives 
in a child’s lunchbox. 

This outrage followed the 
murder of 82-year-old 
Mohammed Saleem, just five 
days after Lapshyn ent-ered 
the country on April 29. 

He also placed a bomb on a 
roundabout near Wolver¬ 
hampton Central Mosque. 
But his most serious attack 
was at Kanz-ul-Iman mosq¬ 
ue in Tipton, where he pac¬ 
ked hundreds of nails in a 
bomb. Lapshyn admitted 
murdering Mr Saleem, cau¬ 
sing an explosion on July 12 
and engaging in conduct in 
preparation of terrorist acts 
between April 24 and July 18.

Chief's fear

The £10,000 haul was dis¬ 
covered during a joint opera¬ 
tion between trading 
standards officers and police 
and products contained 
labels in Russian or other 
European languages.

He said: “It’s 
often bought at rock bottom 
prices, making it cheap and 
all too easy for children to 
smoke.” 

During the operation 
there were 16 different prod¬ 
ucts in other languages and 
indications that customers 
had visited from other loca¬ 
tions outside Walsall to buy 
cheap cigarettes.

Det Insp Gary Plant, from 
Force CID, has called it a 
premeditated attack, adding 
that the reward was ‘a sub¬ 
stantial amount of money’. 

Funeral 

Mr Abbas was attacked at 
around 12.20am while deliv¬ 
ering a bogus Chinese take¬ 
away order in Madison 
Avenue. 

He died at Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital in Birming¬ 
ham. His funeral on May 2 
took place hours after his 
wife Shabam gave birth to a 
boy, Mohammed. He also 
leaves another son, Daniel, 
aged four. 

Mr Abbas had worked for 
Moon Palace - a Chinese 
takeaway based in Old 
Birchills. Police believe the 
offenders arrived at the 
scene in a dark-coloured car. 

A blue 62-plate BMW 5- 
series was also seen in the 
area earlier that night and is 
of interest to the inquiry.

The victim was punched in the face 
and then attacked with the cue at 
Samras club in Caldmore Green, Walsall. 

It happened in the early hours and offi¬ 
cers probing the attack have now 
released these pictures which they 
believe could help their investigation. 

The teenager was forced to spend a 


night in hospital being treated for his 
injuries. 

One of the men that police want to 
trace has been captured looking almost 
straight into the camera. 

Wearing a dark shirt and baseball cap, 
he is standing at the side of a pool table 
with a cue in his hand. The other man 
police want to speak to in connection 
with the attack is bald and was wearing 
a white shirt and a V-necked top. 

A plea for witnesses to the September 
7 attack or anyone who may be able to 
identify those in the pictures has been 
issued by officers. Detectives have been 
piecing together the events of the 
evening over the last six weeks. 


It is the first time details of the assault 
at the club, which is based off the busy 
West Bromwich Street, have been 
released to the public. They are asking 
for people for any information they may 
have. 

Investigating officer, Dc Narinder 
Sandhu, said: “The CCTV cameras in the 
club show two men who I am very keen 
to identify. The young man suffered a 
large cut to his ear which resulted in him 
spending the night in hospital and 
requiring a number of stitches.

IT HAS been a labour of love for more 
than 50 years - and model bus collec¬ 
tor Geoff Price has no intention of 
stopping now. He has just returned 
from a trip to Sri Lanka where he 
boosted his world record miniatures 
collection to a massive 12,958. 

Mr Price, from Walsall, has proved a 
celebrity in the Asian country and was 
inundated with requests for inter¬ 
views from nine TV channels and 12 
newspapers to talk about his hobby. 

He spent time searching the towns 


of the island during the 16-day stay 
with his wife Linda to add another 67 
model buses to his existing haul. It 
included two produced in Sri Lanka 
and made in blow-moulded plastic and 
another in wood. 

During his stay at a hotel in Kalu- 
tara he was given a big bus cake to 
mark his 63rd birthday. 

Mr Price, of Park Hall, said: “We are 
still planning on collecting. I have still 
got the same enthusiasm as I have the 
last 40 years for it. It is the interest in 


searching for them, you don’t find 
them every day in England. I have been 
collecting since I was eight years old.” 

His collection is set to further 
expand after a friend recently visited 
Japan to bring back more collectables. 

The first model in his collection was 
a Dinky Half Cab Coach, bought as a 
birthday present by his parents in 
1958, and since then he has gone on to 
add thousands more, some dating back 
to 1905.

A HEARTBROKEN family of a woman who 
plunged to her death from a motorway bridge, 
have spoken of losing their ‘bubbly and beau¬ 
tiful’ daughter and sister. 

Kamaljit Sidhu, who was known to loved ones as 
Kammi, died after she fell from a bridge over the M6 
at Great Barr last Friday at around 4.30am. 


Her sister Narinder 
Dhillon said on behalf of her 
family and friends they were 
very shocked and devastated 
by what had happened. 

She said: “She was a 
bubbly and beautiful, strong 
girl. She was very family ori¬ 
entated and loved spending 
time with them. She had a 
very strong character and 
was very ambitious.” 

The tragedy came during 
a day of chaos on the motor¬ 
ways as the region awoke to 
gales and torrential rain 
which was a precursor of 
worse, deadly storms which 
hit the country on Monday. 

Miss Sidhu, aged 29, who 
lived at the family home in 
Great Barr was born and 
brought up in West 
Bromwich and attended 
Dartmouth High School 
before Sandwell College. 

Adored 

She worked in various 
jobs before becoming man¬ 
ager at Poppy Red in Birm¬ 
ingham’s Arcadian Centre. 
Her family said Miss Sidhu 
had recently left that job to 
look for other office-based 
managerial roles. 

Mrs Dhillon, aged 34, 
said: “She has four nieces 
and absolutely adored them. 
The day before she died she 
was playing with them and 
having so much fun. She was 
such a positive person. Our 
younger sister is getting 
married soon, and we had 
planned a big trip to go and 
buy outfits for the wedding. 

“The family are also

moving house. She had so 
much to look forward to, and 
that’s what makes it all so 
devastating. So many people 
knew her at Poppy Red she 
was very popular.” 

The family said in a state¬ 
ment: “Kammi we will 
always hold you close to our 
hearts and never forget you. 
Our ray of sunshine, always 
smiling and making others 
smile.” 

Following the tragedy, the 
southbound carriageway 
was shut between junction 
eight for the M5 and junc¬ 
tion seven at Great Barr. 

The same stretch of the 
northbound carriageway 
was shut minutes later and 
remained closed hours later. 

Problems on the motor¬ 
way were made worse by 
another two-car crash on the 
M6 northbound carriageway 
between junction eight for 
Great Barr and junction 
nine for Wednesbury at 
around 6.30am, which 
caused a diesel spillage.

But the 100th time, you'll get a writ for libel and 
it’s goodbye life savings. As the Speaker’s wife put it: 
“Mrs Bercow wishes and hopes that as a result of this 
matter other Twitter users will behave more responsi¬ 
bly.” Some hope. 


AFTER 30 years of spreading squidgy unsatu- 
rated-fat goo on our toast, we are told this week that 
butter may actually be better for us. According to 
new research, saturated fats, long regarded as the 
enemy in the fight against obesity and heart disease, 
may be innocent.

Museum closure move 
may cost council £ 50 k

AFTER a week of turmoil at Walsall 
Council, it has emerged that the 
authority may be forced to pay back 
lottery funding if plans to close the 
town’s museum go ahead. 

Walsall Museum is poised to shut under 
proposals to save the authority £70,000 in 
the next financial year. It follows on from 
the revelation last week that 330jobs would 
be lost as the council faces cuts of £19 
million from its budget. 

Walsall Council received £50,000 towards the 
refurbishment of the museum’s Changing Face 
of Walsall gallery five years ago. 

The authority could be made to pay back some 
of the money if there are no plans to re-display 
collections elsewhere using the equipment pur¬ 
chased. 

Its collections such as the Hodson Choice, with 
a selection of 20th century clothing, face being 
mothballed. 

A report as part of the draft budget states: 
“Walsall Museum offers access to the historical 
and material evidence of how Walsall has devel¬ 
oped as a town and how the lives of people and 
communities has shaped that development. 

Collections 

“It also continues to collect memories and 
artefacts showing the continued changes to com¬ 
munities and the emergence of new communi¬ 
ties. 

“This access and collecting of historical mate¬ 
rials will cease if the museum closes, meaning 
that the public will no longer have access to the 
museum and be able to view its collections. 

“This will include several collections of specific 
interest: the Hodson Shop collection of working 
clothes, the Old Hall and Crabtree collections 
and the Bayards Colts. 

The Heritage Lottery awarded £50,000 
towards the refurbishment of the Changing Face 
of Walsall gallery in 2008. 

“They may seek some repayment if there are 
no plans to re-display the collections elsewhere 
using the display equipment purchased for this 
refurbishment.” 

Finance chief Councillor Chris To we said jobs 
the cuts will be less severe if residents agree to a 
council tax increase. A consultation has been 
launched to get people’s views. 

Among the options are a two per cent rise, gen- 
erating£1.7m, or afour per cent increase, raising 
£3.4m. 


THE struggling children’s services department 
at Walsall Council will lose 88 jobs, while 97 posts 
will go in social care as hundreds of staff are made 
redundant under sweeping £19 million cuts. 

The huge impact of the savings being made at 
the cash-strapped authority were revealed as 
chiefs outline their budget proposals. 

Finance chief Councillor Chris Towe has said 
there will be 332 job losses in total in the 2014/15 
budget - of which 55 posts are already vacant. 

There have been 450 redundancies in the past 
four years. 

Of the 97 posts to go in social care - 22 are 
already vacant, while among the 88 being lost in 
children’s services, seven are already vacant. 

The resources department, which covers 
finance and IT, will see 72 jobs lost, with 14 of 
those already vacant, and 57 jobs will be slashed 


from the neighbourhoods department, nine of 
which are vacant. Eighteen posts will go in regen¬ 
eration - three of these are vacant. 

Some £5m will be slashed from the children’s 
services budget. The department came under fire 
last year when Ofsted judged safeguarding serv¬ 
ices and its capacity to improve as inadequate - 
though it has since improved to be adequate. 

Council chiefs insisted at the latest cabinet 
meeting that weekly bin collections will continue, 
libraries and the borough’s 18 children centres 
will not be closed and the streets will be kept 
clean. 

Councillor Towe said ‘an extremely challeng¬ 
ing future’ lay ahead. But he insisted the council 
‘can’t do anything without people’ and said it was 
hoped some workers would be redeployed to 
other areas of the authority. 


Windows’ 
£20k cost 
is met for 
hall move 

CAMPAIGNERS working to 
save stained glass windows 
at an empty vandal-hit chap¬ 
el have been awarded the 
£20,000 to cover the cost of 
installing them in special 
frames for a display. 

The former St Andrew’s 
Church, in Kings Hill, Dar- 
laston, is due to be demol¬ 
ished after it was sold for 
housing development - but 
the five windows will be put 
on permanent display at 
Darlaston Town Hall. 

Darlaston South repre¬ 
sentatives Paul and Chris 
Bott have revealed Walsall 
Council will cover the cost of 
the installation project at 
the hall, in Victoria Road. 

The counc!??£U3 already 
secured the windows which 
were manufactured by glass 
makers TW Camm, of Sme¬ 
thwick, at a cost of £5,000. 
The windows and a Great 
War plaque which was also 
displayed in the old Darlas¬ 
ton Road church are now in 
the care of Walsall Council 
and Moxley and Dangerfield 
Action Group. 

Secretary Sue Steatham 
said: “We hope to get two 
metal poppy wreaths to go 
either side of the plaque.” 

Councillor Chris Bott 
said: “It’s for the heritage of 
Darlaston, and to honour 
the 28 soldiers who died.”

WALSALL Council is one of 
nine across the country 
taking part in a pilot project 
to increase support for 
young people leaving the 
authority’s care. 

The New Belongings pro¬ 
gramme has been launched 
by the Government in 
response to consultation 
with care leavers across the 
country. Council chiefs say 
many care leavers are at risk 
of unemployment, poverty, 
homelessness, mental 
health issues and drug and 
alcohol misuse.

OVER the years members of Walsall 
Choral Society have performed thou¬ 
sands of pieces covering a wide spectrum 
of music.

And with a 
healthy membership of around 70 sing¬ 
ers, the society - founded in 1944 - is still 
going strong. 

Special concerts have been planned to 
mark the milestone next year. Current 
musical director of six years Toby Bar¬ 
nard said: “Some of our oldest singers 
are in their 80s, the youngest are in their 
30s. I think our success comes down to us 
not holding auditions. We are also quite 
a sociable group.

The society rehearses every Tuesday 
between September and May at Blue 
Coat Academy in Walsall. 

Walsall Choral Society formed in 1944 
following a meeting held by then-mayor 
Councillor David Jones, with the first 
concert taking place on February 14, 
1945. 

Peter Morris was the society’s conduc¬ 
tor for 30 years. He joined the society in 
1977 at the age of 30. 

He said: “I joined because I knew a few 
people that were already members. I was 
30-years-old at the time and I thought it 
was a good thing to do. We used to put on 


two big concerts ourselves and held con¬ 
certs at the town hall in Walsall.” 

Mr Morris left the society in 2007. He 
was appointed director of music at St 
Peter’s Collegiate Church in Wolver¬ 
hampton in 2003 and is currently in 
charge of the boys’, girls’ and mens’ 
choirs, with 100 members in total.

Watchdog rates health trust 
as among safest in country 


THE trust that runs Walsall Manor Hospital 
has been placed in the safest band in the 
country in a new table that judges health 
trusts across the UK for risk. 

Analysis by the Care Quality Commission (CQC) reg¬ 
ulator found 44 trusts with the most serious level of 


concern, including higher 
across their hospitals. 

It placed trusts in six 
bands, with band one consid¬ 
ered high risk and band six 
the lowest - with Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust 
placed in band six. A total of 
161 acute trusts across 
England were examined by 
the CQC against more than 
150 indicators, with 44 
placed in band one. 

Following a current round 
of detailed CQC inspections, 
trusts will be given Ofsted- 
style school ratings of out¬ 
standing, good, requires 
improvement and inade¬ 
quate. Elsewhere in the Mid¬ 
lands, trusts in 
Mid-Staffordshire, Dudley 
and Sandwell and West 
Birmingham were placed in 
band four, while the Royal 
Wolverhampton NHS Trust 
was in band five. 

The CQC’s chief inspector 
of hospitals, Professor Sir 
Mike Richards, said: “As a 
doctor, I liken intelligent 
monitoring to a screening 
test; our inspection com¬ 
bined with intelligent moni¬ 
toring provides the 
diagnosis, following which 
we make a judgment, which

will in turn lead to action. 
Our intelligent monitoring 
helps to give us a good 
picture of risk within trusts, 
showing us where we need to 
focus our inspections. We 
aim to publish the results at 
regular intervals.” 

Dr Jennifer Dixon, chief 
executive of the Health 
Foundation and CQC board 
member, said: “It makes 
sense to use the wealth of 
routinely available data in 
the NHS to try to spot pat¬ 
terns which might identify 
or predict poor-quality care 
for patients. The intelligent 
monitoring tool can never by 
itself be a crystal ball, but it 
is a great start and will 
surely develop over time.” 

It was recently announced 
that an extension of Manor 
Hospital’s A&E department 
to deal with rising numbers 
of patients was going 
forward for final approval. 

Around £800,000 is due to 
be invested in the depart¬ 
ment.

THE local council in Leighton 
Buzzard has ordered a circus to 
remove its posters following a 
complaint from a member of the 
public who was afraid of clowns. 
Presumably there will be a similar 
ban on election posters, then. 
Because there are plently of 
people afraid of those clowns. 

THERE was the usual weather 
warning on the BBC Midlands 
news on Monday morning, after 
the region was hit by a bit of wind 
and a few hours of rain. 

“People are advised to only 
travel in the rush hour if they really 
have to,” was the solemn 
message from the newsreader. 
Only if they really have to? As 
opposed to all the people who 
head out at 7am on a wet 
October morning because they 
fancy a drive? 

The only reason anybody goes 
out in the rush hour is because 
they have to, and the BBC and 
Met Office should just come 
clean, and say exactly what they 
mean. Which is: “If you work in 
certain public sector jobs, you 
can take the day off.” 

FIGHTING back from accusa¬ 
tions that Wolverhampton is a 
city in decline, town planners 
unveiled their latest vision for the 
Princess Street area. Which 
looks remarkably like Princess 
Street does now, only with a 
traffic ban. 

So let's get this right. The best 
way to bring people into our ailing 
towns and cities is by making 
them more difficult to get to. 

And there was me thinking that 
the reason why shoppers are 
flocking to out-of-town retail 
parks is because people can 
drive right up to the shops, and 
stay for as long as they want, 
without fear of being hassled by 
zealous officials in ridiculous uni¬ 
forms. 

Well here’s a mad suggestion. 
Why don’t our town planners take 
a leaf out of the out-of-town 
centres, and try making it easier 
for motorists? 

For example, instead of pedes- 
trianising Princess Street, why 
don’t they get rid of some of the 
wide footpaths, and create a few 
extra spaces where people can 
park outside the shops? 

And why not create a bit of 
extra free, short-stay parking, in 
some of the existing pedestri¬ 
anised areas?

Inspired by the likes of the Great 
British Bake Off and Cake Boss, Lara 
has found a passion - not to mention 
a talent - for lifelike cakey creations. 

A life-sized cake version of Johnny 
Depp as Captain Jack Sparrow? Surely 
that’s every woman’s dream! 

But what’s even more remarkable than 
the stunning sweet treats themselves, is 
that 27-year-old Lara only started baking 
two years ago and is completely self- 
taught. 

An anniversary cake for her partner’s 
parents was the first - and now she’s con¬ 
stantly in demand for weddings and birth¬ 
days. 

The Rice Krispies Johnny Depp is her 
biggest challenge to date and she will be 
exhibiting him at Birmingham NEC’s 
Cake International show which runs from 
November 8 to 10. 

Journey 

Lara, who lives with her fiance and his 
parents in Rose Drive, Brownhills, said it 
had been quite a journey. 

“I had been watching Cake Boss and 
just thought I would give it all a go,” says 
Lara, who works as a chat moderator for 
the Tombola online bingo site. 

“I also got asked to donate a cake to 
Cheslyn Hay Sport and Community High 
School for a raffle. 

“I did a 4ft tall Jim Carrey Grinch char¬ 
acter, which was balancing on one leg so 
there was an internal support structure. 

“It was made of chocolate sponge and 
vanilla icing, covered in fondant. There

A fleet of grit lorries will hit the streets 
for a dry run as council bosses prepare 
for temperatures to plunge this winter. 

Around half of Walsall’s 500 miles of 
roads are set to be treated as part of the 
council’s commitment to help keep 
traffic moving, with 900 tons of grit 
already stockpiled. 

Lorries were on the road with routes 
being timed and equipment tested in 
readiness for colder weather in the 


months ahead. Councillor Adrian 
Andrew, Walsall Council deputy leader, 
said: “Our road network in Walsall is 
vital. We depend on it and we do all we 
can to keep the roads open in the ice 
and snow. Residents, schools and all 
parts of the community as well as busi¬ 
nesses rely on our roads so it’s impor¬ 
tant we keep them clear.” 

Walsall Council has a fleet of seven 
lorries based at its depot in Brownhills. 


Transport officers make a decision 
on whether or not to send gritters out 
based on weather data and roadside 
temperature sensors. Once the order to 
send lorries out is issued a message is 
sent to the communications unit which 
keeps people informed via Twitter and 
Facebook. Around half Walsall’s road 
network is set to be treated, with the 
exact routes published on the council 
website. 


Pair jailed for bracelet theft 


TWO fathers who robbed a 
mother of a gold bracelet as 
she was on her way to collect 
her children from school have 
each been jailed for two years. 

Assam Zabir and Zabar Hussain tar¬ 
geted the victim as she sat in her car in 
Dale Street, Palfrey, Walsall. Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told that the 
men stole the bracelet on July 12 to 
fund their drug habit. 

Recorder Mr David Bright said the 
crime was ‘astounding’ as both men 
have children of a similar age to their 
victim. 

Miss Sati Ruck, prosecuting, said the 


jewellery had been bought by the 
victim’s husband early in their rela¬ 
tionship. She said: “The victim in this 
matter was sat in her car in Dale Street 
waiting to collect her children from 
school. 

“She noticed a man, identified as 
Assam Zabir, walk past her car several 
times and she got suspicious. He then 
struck up a conversation with her for 
about 30 minutes, but during that time 
he walked away to talk to Zabar 
Hussain. 

“At about 2.45pm she started to 
drive her car and at that point Hussain 
ran up to her vehicle and grabbed her 
car keys before pulling her arm several 


times while trying to grab the bracelet. 
He then made off with it.” 

The robbery was seen by a PCSO 
who recognised Zabir, which eventu¬ 
ally led to the arrest of Hussain. Zabir, 
32, of Bescot Street, Palfrey and 
Hussain, 32, of Sandwell Street, Cald- 
more, pleaded guilty to robbery. 

Recorder Mr David Bright jailed 
both men for two years. He also 
ordered that they pay the victim a total 
of £600 in compensation. 

Recorder Bright said: “What 
astounds me is you both have children 
of a similar age and they are going to 
have to be without their fathers while 
you’re serving time in jail.”

Homeserve 
boss due to 
step down 

THE boss of HomeServe in the UK is 
stepping down after putting the busi¬ 
ness on a stable footing in the wake 
of a string of blows over the last two 
years. 

Jonathan King, chief executive of 
HomeServe Membership, the house¬ 
hold insurance repair group’s UK 
business, is leaving after 13 years to 
‘pursue a non-executive career’. He 
had been brought back from running 
the successful launch of HomeServe 
in the US and took over the role of 
rebuilding the UK business. 

Just last month the firm began 
recruiting customer service staff at 
its Walsall headquarters in the first 
major sign of a turnaround since the 
crisis that led to more than 700 jobs 
being axed. It was fined £750,000 by 
the telecoms regulator Ofcom for 
making silent calls and then hit by a 
barrage of complaints about its 
winter performance and marketing. 
It remains under investigation. 

In a recent interview with the 
Express & Star Mr King said the 
crisis had made it ‘a better business’. 
He is due to leave the UK board at the 
end of December and will quit the 
main HomeServe pic board at the 
end of March. The company’s group 
chief operating officer, former chief 
financial officer Martin Bennett, will 
take over as boss of HomeServe 
Membership. 


A FORMER manufacturing firm site and school land will be 
transformed into houses after a series of residential plans 
were backed by council chiefs. 

A combination of 55 houses and 12 apartments will be built on the old 
Jebron Works in Bright Street, Darlaston, with developers offering a 
£50,000 contribution towards improvements at the nearby Kings Hill 


Park. 

The 85 year-old company, which was 
involved in making doors, went into 
administration in December 2010 with 
the loss of 65 jobs. But Chamberlin & 
Hill bought its assets and were able to 
re-instate some workers. 

Before the meeting, Darlaston coun¬ 
cillor Paul Bott said: “I welcome the 
£50,000 that is going to be donated to 
Kings Hill Park,” adding that the 
scheme “starts to bring a lot of needed 
social housing into the area”. 

The former Three Crowns Special 
School site will also be used for eight 
new houses in Skip Lane despite con¬ 
cerns over being built in green belt and 
leading to the loss of land for the com¬ 
munity. 

Footprint 

The school closed in 2006 and objec¬ 
tions to the new proposals were lodged 
by the Park Hall Residents Associa¬ 
tion, councillor Rose Martin, Walsall 
South MP Valerie Vaz and more than a 
dozen letters from residents. 

But council leader Mike Bird, vice- 
chairman of the committee said the 
land, which falls under the Pheasey 
ward, was a brownfield site in green 
belt. As long as the footprint of the 
scheme was less than the school site 
then it could be allowed. 

He added that ward councillors 
Adrian Andrew and Chris Towe had 
been in regular consultation with resi¬ 
dents and helped to ensure an accept¬ 
able proposal was in place. 

“It will bring closure to a site that

over five, six, seven years has avoided 
vandalism more by luck than judge¬ 
ment,” he said. 

The council also backed applications 
to alter conditions on other develop¬ 
ments in the borough. Moves for an 
extra-care housing complex on the 
former British Lion Works in Forest 
Lane, near Coalpool, creating 50 jobs, 
were agreed by the authority in the 
summer. It was accepted at the meeting 
that a contribution to open space be 
waived on the request of the applicants.

£380k costs 
of bringing 
police out of 
retirement 


A FORMER police inspector, four ex-serg- 
eants and 12 retired constables have been 
brought back to work despite being pen¬ 
sioned off by their cash-strapped force. 

West Midlands Police have since defended the deci¬ 
sion to re-employ the officers, who have been paid at 
least £380,000 between them since returning to work. 


It cost at least £2.1 million 
to provide the officers their 
pension lump sums when 
they retired and give them 
their annual payments. 

They were all forced to 
retire as a result of £126 
million of cuts imposed on 
West Midlands Police by the 
Government. 

Serving officers cannot be 
made redundant but police 
have a regulation, called 
A19, that allows them to 
make officers with more 
than 30 years service retire, 
even if they do not want to. 

Bob Jones, the West Mid¬ 
lands police and crime com¬ 
missioner, said the costs of 
the pension payments were 
not being met by the force 
but by the national police 
pension scheme instead, 
meaning the wage bill had 
been reduced by making the 
officers retire. 

Chris Rowson, head of 
human resources at the

force, said: “We always look 
internally first for any job 
opportunities within the 
organisation to safeguard 
our employees. 

“On occasions we have to 
advertise jobs externally. 
When we do it is in an open 
and transparent way. 

“More than 1,000 police 
officer posts have been lost 
since the start of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s austerity pro¬ 
gramme. 

“Of these only 17 former 
officers who retired after 30 
years service have returned 
to the force in a number of 
jobs.

A WOMAN who has dedicated 45 years to first aid 
and training people to save lives has been honoured 
for her hard work. Carol Trigg, a St John Ambulance 
volunteer, was invested as a Serving Sister into the 
Order of St John. 

The 56-year-old, who joined the charity as a cadet aged 
just 11, was recognised for her outstanding service. 

The Order of St John is a Royal Order of Chivalry and The 
Queen approves each recipient. Mrs Trigg, who is also a 
magistrate, continues to train people in first aid as training 
specialist for south and central Staffordshire despite suffer¬ 
ing a serious loss of vision that means she only has 20 per 
cent sight in one eye and needs to use a guide dog. 

In the 45 years she has volunteered with St John Ambu¬ 
lance, Mrs Trigg has clocked up hundreds of hours of first 
aid cover at events in Burntwood, Cannock and Wolver¬ 
hampton. Mrs Trigg, who lives in Burntwood, picked up her 
award at Priory Church in Clerkenwell, London. She said: 
“It is good to be recognised for my work and commitment to 
the organisation in a number of roles. 

“When my sight diminished I did worry that I would have 
to stop volunteering but I am really enjoying my work as a 
trainer helping other people to learn the skills that can be 
the difference between a life lost and a life saved.”

Reduction 

“I have always been 
willing over the years to 
work with the organisation, 
and where appropriate we 
also pass cases to each other. 
It is certainly to be hoped 
there will be no reduction in 
funding for the Walsall 
CAB.” 

Earlier this year the Gov¬ 
ernment cut housing benefit 
for council and social hous¬ 
ing tenants with one or more 
spare rooms. The bedroom 
tax, means that some house¬ 
holds are also now unable to 
receive more than £26,000 a 
year in benefits. 


It beats the organisation’s 
busiest-ever year in 2010/11, 
when 54,206 people sought 
help. Bosses and an MP 
praised the work of volun¬ 
teers. 

But its chief executive 
said it would have to save 
money in light of multi¬ 
million pound cuts being 
made at Walsall Council. 

Carl Rice said: “Most of

Future looks bright for club 
as it celebrates 50th season 


AS the club celebrates its 50th 
season, the future looks bright for 
Heath Hayes FC. 

With the first team plying its trade in the 
Midland Alliance League, there is also a thriv¬ 
ing junior section with 16 teams now affiliated 
to the club. 

The continued growth has ensured the club 
is healthier than ever with the largest number 
of junior teams in its history. 

Feeder teams vary from under-7s through to 
under-21s, playing in leagues from the Lich¬ 
field & District, through to the West Midlands 
Junior and Midland Combination. 

It was back in 1964 that the forerunner to 


the Heath Hayes FC we know now kicked off 
its history The side broke away from the Co- 
Op Youth League and formed its own team, 
called in those days Heath Hayes United. 

A clutch of trophies followed, including the 
Sam Kimberley Cup, the CIU Cup, Bloxwich 
Charity Cup, Orlando Evans Cup, J Edge Cup 
and Penkridge Charity Cup. 

In its early days, the club was run from the 
Five Ways Inn, with the first season spent in 
the Cannock Youth League before joining 
Division Two of the Cannock Chase League. 
Promotion to the Premier League, followed by 
a brief flirtation with Sunday football, also saw 
a move to a new base, the Heath Hayes Consti¬ 


tutional Club, and a change of name - Heath 
Hayes Cons FC. 

The club spent the early part of the 1970s in 
the Mid Staffs League before becoming 
members of the Staffs County League (South). 

Decade 

After an eventful 15 seasons, a move back to 
the Five Ways saw the club become Heath 
Hayes FC where bosses decided to join the 
Staffordshire Senior League ahead of a switch 
to the West Midlands Regional League. 

More silverware followed as over a decade, 
the club lifted the Division One title in 1999 
and the Staffs FA Senior Vase in 2002. Due to 


boundary changes, the club switched to the 
Midland Combination Premier and finished 
eighth in their first season. 

A successful FA Vase run coincided with 
progress to the final of the Walsall Senior Cup 
in 2007/08, while the following season saw 
Hayes lift the Staffordshire Vase and take part 
in the FA Cup for the first time. 

Four years ago, success came on and off the 
field as Charter Standard status was achieved 
for the first time and promotion was gained as 
champions to the Midland Alliance under then 
boss Simon Davies. Steve Taylor, a former pro 
with Crystal Palace and a former coach to the 
club’s junior sides, is now at the helm.

Dynamic duo's return 
is out of this world

ovie fans can rejoice as th 
ever-engaging Film 2013 
returns for a new series. 


While reviews of Sandra Bullock/ 
George Clooney blockbuster Gravity, 
and the documentary Seduced and 
Abandoned are the backbone of this 
edition, the success of the show lies 
in the banter between Claudia 
Winkleman and co-presenter Danny 
Leigh. 

In between working on Strictly 
Come Dancing, and hosting The 
Radio 2 Arts show, Claudia admits 
she he has nothing but praise for Mr 
Leigh. “He’s incredibly kind and 
brilliant. He’s an intellect and he 
relishes great film,” she enthuses. “I 
am basically always looking for 
Sandra Bullock. I’m like: ‘Is she in it?’ 
Danny says: ‘Claud, you’ve got to 
stop speaking.’” Given her fondness 
for one of Hollywood’s most 
powerful actresses, Gravity should 
leave her perched on the edge of 
her seat. 

The tale of two astronauts 
stranded after their shuttle is 
wrecked by debris will leave many 
short of breath. Sandra’s 


powerhouse performance has 
already suggested an Oscar- 
nomination, while director Alfonso 
Cuaron could be up for Best 
Director. 

Do Claudia and Danny discuss 
the films like Gravity before the 
show? “Sometimes. There are some 
films where I have to speak to him 
immediately; I can’t wait. I phone him 
up and say: ‘Did you see...?’ But we 
try and not speak too much about it. 
We try not to argue, but if we do it’s 
good fun to watch.” 

The Film 2013 team wisely keep 
their movies of the year list under 
wraps until December, so with that 
in mind, what’s been Claudia’s 
favourite film of the past 12 months? 
“Lincoln is the one that I have 
re-watched. I thought, ‘Have I gone 
mad?; because I loved it so much, 
and it only gets better with more 
viewings. I absolutely loved it.” 

Is there a film that’s changed her 
life? “Oh, they’ve all changed my 
life,” she explains. “I’ve got a soft 
spot for ET. For me films are 
emotions and about the first time 
you saw it.” 


Danny admits he also has a 
fondness for Steven Spielberg’s 
moving tale of a stranded alien. 

‘As a child the big ones were things 
like Time Bandits and ET,” he 
explains. “I started falling in love 
with the cinema at that point. 

Maybe when I was a little bit older 
than that I started watching older 
films. 

I remember stumbling across 
Citizen Kane as a kid which was on 
TV at Christmas, and I was very into 
the Marx brothers as well.” 

Back to the present, and one 
of Claudia’s fondest memories 
was seeing the most lucrative film of 
the year.

HONDA’S British built CR-V 1.6 
i-DTEC is now in the salerooms. 
Available in three trim levels, prices 
for this new variant start at £22,800 
on the road for the entry level S, 
£24,660 for the SE and £26,880 for 
the 1.6 i-DTEC range topping SR 
trim. 

The new 1.6 i-DTEC diesel engine made its 
debut in the British built Civic earlier this 
year and now it’s making its way into the 
popular CR-V With increasing demand for 
lower cost motoring, the trend for two-wheel 
drive diesel SUVs has grown and now repre¬ 
sents over a quarter of the total C-SUV 
market in Europe. The new CR-V 1.6 i-DTEC 
is tackling this trend head on. 

With the new 1.6 i-DTEC engine in the CR-
